FAIRLY UNDER WAY. 

At 6 o’clock the polls opened and the work 
ofelection day bewan, the day which for 
many months has »een looked forward to— 
the climaxofa grand and exciting cam- 
paign. The early scenes were busy ones. 

ng ilinesofvoters awaited anxiously and 
discussed, in animated tones. the virtues of 
their respective candidates. In the business 
districts the great majority of houses were 
losed and nearly all public offices were also 
hut up for the day. 

The voters came early tothe polis. and in 
several! election districts visited it was said 
that not a single ballot was lost through 
ignorance of the new system. 

At Tammany Hall the clans n to gather 
before the sun’s rays had struck the famous 
building. 

There were more ballot boxes than usual 
on account of the three constitutional amenda- 
ments that were voted on and this indicates 
that the count up to the close of the polls 
will take longer than usual. 

There was no doubt by 11 o’clock that a big 
vote was belng polled—far beyond the ex- 
pectations of many of the leaders. In some 
of the polling places, partfcularly in the 
tenement districts, more than halfof the 
total vote had been polled by 90’clock and 
the line extended out Into the street waiting 
their turn to deposit their ballots. 

The two local candidates tor Mayor, Gilroy 
and Einstein, Democratic and Republican 
respectively, were up bright and early and 
Started out to voté and make the rounds of 
the pulling places, Mr. Gtiroy devoted his 
attention tothe Harlem districts. .He will 
spend the afternoon and evening at Tam- 
many Hall. Mr. Einstein drove about the up- 
town brownstone districts and seemed satis- 
fedthat his party Vote was being: pollea 
rapidly. He will spend the afternoon at his 
headquarters, ® * 

Mk. CLEVELAND VOTES FOR HIMSELF. 

Ex-President Cleveland left his house, 12 
West Fifty-first street, at 10:20 a. m. and 
walked to the polling place, accompanied by 
his butler, Wm. P. Sinclair, and George Fr. 
Parker, It was 10:30 when they reached the 
voting place, 78 Sixthavenue. There were 
twenty-five men in line ahead of the ex- 
President. They recognized him,raised their 
hats and bowed. When Mr. Cleveland 
stepped up to the polling clerk and gave his 
hame a Republican watcher attempted to 
challenge his vote, but he was quickly hus- 
tled out of the way. 

Mr. Cleveland receiveda bunch of ballots 
marked No. 186 and wentintv the ffth booth 
to select his ticket. It took him just six min- 
utes to prepare his tickets. They were in 
proper orderand assoon as they were de- 
ppeites in their respective boxes the ex- 

resident went home. 

GOV. FLOWER BLUNDERS AT THF POLL. 

Gov. Flower was the first of the distin- 
guished mento cast their vote. It was not 
generally known that he claimeda residence 
in New York City, but he had registered at 
riftieth street and Madison avenus. Shortly 
after 7 o’clock the Governor walked into the 
polling place, and with a pleasant smile for 
the inspectors, sald: 

**Good morhing, gentlemen,fit’s a beautifal 
morning, isn’t it?’’ 

‘*Delightful,”’ answereda policeman who 
stood near by. The janitor of a Fifth avenue 
fint was just ahead of the Governor and at- 
tempted to step back, but the Governor ob- 
jected, exciaiming: 

**No, now Keep your place. I'll votein the

regular order.’’ 

“When all the line had been 
tickéts up to the Governor; the ballot clerk 
said as he handed over set No. 21: . ‘‘Roswell 
P, Fiower, 597 Fifth avenue.’’ 

It was Just 7:15 o’ciock when the Governor 
entered the little booth to selectcond fold his 
tickets. Ten minutes later he came out and 
handedthe tickets he wished to vote over to 
the Inspector, stepped back and started to 
move out. He was interrupted by an ex- 
clamation from the Inspector, however, and 
eturned: 

**You will haveto go back, Governor; your 
tickets are not folded right,’’ the inspector 
said. The Governor’s face was instantly 
suffused with blushes; and his efforts to con- 
ceal the embarrassment only added to his ev- 
ident discomfiture., 

‘*'Well, well,’’ he exclaimed, ‘‘that’s 
funny,’’ and taking his tickets he again en- 
tered the booth, lhe janitor had voted 
without d{fficulty and seemed to feel proud of 
his superior knowledge of how to exercise his 
franchise. 

‘*The big men

Aithoughft the police have made elaborate 
arrangements tomeetany disturbance that 
may arise during the duy they expressed the 
belief this morning that the election woulda 
pass off. peaceably, Supt. Byrnes was in re- 
ceiptof news from all election districts as 
early asd) o'clock, and he said the reports 
showe f*Sunday-like quletness.’’ 

Police “headquarters if swarming with 
officers this morning. No person can recall 
an election day when so many policemen 
were quartered about the bullding. They 
are ready to *‘enforce order.’’ In Brooklyn 
the election is passing off quietly. The early 
vote was unusuuily large and a big vote is 
expected. 

On Staten Island everything was moving 
smoothly and a big vote is being polled. The 
great center of interest oithe up-town poll- 
ing-p.aces was at 876 Sixth avenue. for it was 
there that ex-President Grover Cleveland 
was iocast bis ballot.

THROUGH THE STATE, 


VOTING IN THE CITIES AND TOWNS IN THE 
INTERIOR. 

New York, Nov.8.—The weather conditions 
throughout the State are good, as may be 
judged by thetelegrams in handat l0o’ciocg, 
from three towns representing Southern, 
Middle and Western New iork, thus: 

Newburgh—Weather fine; voting proceed- 
Ing steadily and quietly. Vote will not be far 
behind registration. 

Ithaca—A perfect day for election. Suan 
shining brightly. Roads somewhat muddy, 
but large vote reported coming out all over 


this section. One-third of the vote of this 
city was in the dDoxes before 9 o’ clock. 

Schnectady—The polis inthis city opened 
about 6:30 this morning, and at 9 o’clock 
nearly a third of those registered had voted. 
The weather is superb, the surshine briaht 
and itis warm, almost like a summer day. 
At 10 o'clock the weather prophet in this city 
repented of his pessimistic views of yester- 
Gay and sent outan amended report to the 
effect that the weather would be clear all aay 
In this section;and that the rain storm would 
not pan outjas advertised. During the early 
hours of the morning the residential streets 
pre-ented an appearance of life. The voters 
were getting out bright and early. Oa the 
extreme east and west sides of the city and 
in the down town tenement districts the 
streets were thronyged. 

White Plains—Whitelaw Reid arrived from 
New York at 11 o'clock this morning, and at 
once proceeded to the isin the First Dis- 
trict of Harrison, where he voted. This 
evening he will receive the returns at his 
residence at Ophir Farm.

The early morning vote was very heavy. 
If *‘*General Apathy’’ has been Indiana 
during the campaign he has certainly left on 
the night train, for the interest in the elec- 
tion to-day extends to every voter. Instruc- 
tions to ‘‘vote early’’ were generally oh- 
served. <Atevery pulling placein the earlier 

art of the day voters were in line waiting 
ora chance to getinto the booth. At some 
ene 4 ton twenty-five to fifty men were in 
ine shivering in the cold and denouncing 
officers for alleged in- 
competency. The chief source of com- 
plaint was that the polling places 
did not open at6o’clock as required by law. 
In several cases the polis did not open until 
7o’clock and in some insiances the polis 
were not open at 8:45 o’clock. Republicans 
as a rule were the loudest in complaint 
against this state of things. They charged 
thatthe Democratic election’ officers were 
incompetent or were purposely delaying the 
vote and that the delays in opening the polis 
were greatest in the Republican precincts. 

The delay, however. appears to have been 
due toa lack of appreciation of the respon- 
sibilities imposed uponthe election boards. 
Someofthem opened late and then calmly 
closed to eat Dreaktast in sight of the shiver- 
ing and imprecating voters outside. One 
arrest was made on the South Side by a 
Deputy United States Marshal for IUllegal 
voting. Reporters who inquired into the 
voting agree in their conelusions that the 
vote will be full on the South side. At some 
of the precincts half of the vote had beena 
polied before 10 o’clock. There never was 
—_ anxiety to vote; voters, too, took their 

me. 

They were, if anything, sloweron the North

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 8.—The election 
day inIndilana @awned co'd and cloudless. 
By 9 o’cilock the unpleasant chillof the morn- 
ing was dispelled by the bright sunshine anJ 
the day was all that could be desired, favor- 
ing a full vote. 

In this city the voting commenced early 
and the indications point to atremendous 
poll, From 9:30 to ll o’clock at 
many of the precincts voters were 
standtag in line waiting to take their turn in 
the eleetion booths. As early as 10:300’clock 
half ofthe vote of some of the precincts was 
in. Theactivity of the party workers !s phe- 
nomenal, each side straining every nerve to 
get every possible vote into the ballot-boxes, 

Uptollo’clock no disturbances had been 
reported atany of the voting piaces. There 
has been no clash butween the deputy mar- 
shalisand the iocal officers and none ts ap- 
prehended. Only one arrest has been made. 
Emmett Wilson was taken in by a Depnty 
Marsbal for attempting to vote ilegaily.

Ex-Congressman Knute Nelson heads the Ke- 
publican State ticket; Daniel W. Lawler, a 
young St. Pau: lawyer, is standard-bearer for 
the Dem crats; Ignatius Donnelly, states- 
man-anod iftterateur,is the choice of the Popu- 
lists, and the Prohibitionists follow, the 
lead of WW. J. Dean, of Hennepin 
County. The four State tickets are entirely 
distinct except in candidates for the supreme 
bench. Heretofore the members of that 
body have been divided between the Demo- 
cratsan! the Republitcans. TOis year the 
Populists named three candidates, two of 
whom who were well-known Democrats. 
lhe Republican convention met aad nomlil- 
noted the three judges whose terms /are.about 
to expire, one of whom Is a Democrat. When 
the Democrats metthey indgorse® the Demo- 
crat named by the Repubiican convention 
and those placea on the People’s party 
ticket. Later the Prohibditionists announce! 
thelr support of the taree Jjadicial candidates 
ofthe Republican convention. lwo consti- 
tutional amendmepts are up (for con- 
sid-ration, one tu prohibit special iegis- 
lation and-the other to amend the law 
taxing railroad and other corporations.

attention tothem. One of the judges of the 
election ordered a deputy sheriff to arrest the 
men unless they ceased ‘villliying the mag.

they left the polls without giving any further 
annoyance. The negroes here are voting 
more numerously than at the State election. 
The vote in the city will be larger than it was 
in September, but in tle rural precincts 
of the county it will be smaller. 
This county will give Terry (Dem.), 
for Congress, several hundred majority. 
Tne better class of Republicans are 
voting for him.- So far as the electoral ticket 
is concerned the chances are in favor of Har- 
rison by asmai! majority.

We had #oth anch out, but they 
failed to hold us and the schooner went on 
the rocks. As soon as she struck, the seas 
over her from stem to stern and 
as if none of wus could es-. 
cape. The boat was iying ona reef of rock 
with deep and shoal spots all around. Kan- 
utzen came down from the wie oa and 
although it was 8o’clock at night and. tn- 
tensely dark he picked his way through the 
surf along a ledge of rocks which came 
neariy to the surface and got quite near us. 
He made himself heard above thé. storm and 
told meto jump overboarc, I did so and 
went.in farover my head. AsI came up he 
reached out for me fromthe rock where he 
stooa and pulled me up near him. Then 
other members of the crew Jumped in one by 
one, Kanutzen — each one as he came to 


the surface and pulling him safely to the 
spot where he stood, My aged 
father and the female cook also 
umped overboard in the same way, 


e carried these two ashore, paxine his way 
along the ledge, which was crooked and un- 
certain. The rest of us followed him, and all 
got ashore in safety. <A single misstep would 
have carried us into deep water. Allthis 
time the sea wasrunning heavy and it was 
with the utmost difficulty that we could stay 
on our feet. When we reached the light- 
house we found that the crew of the Gilmore 
had been there a week and were told that 
they had been saved inthe same way. The 
two crews made big inroads on the pro- 
visions of the lighthouse keeper, and had 
not the sea gone down so that we could get 
the provisions from our boats we might have 
all starved.’’

employes was amicably settled a few days 
ago. The Anarchists failed in thelr attempt 
against the company, butasthey succeeded 
inkillingtwo policemen they are jubilant 
over the outcome of their das- 
tardiy crime. Karly this morning 
two policemen were passing along 
the Avenue G’la Opera. When they arrivod 
in front of the office of the Carmaux Mining 
Oo, they saw a curious iron vessel resem- 
Diing @ saucepan lying close to the building 
in which the company’s offices are located. 
They picked the veseel up and carried it to 
the police station, where they and the other 
Officers began to examineit. They had been 
investigating only a few minntes when the 
vessel exploded with terrific force, in- 
Stantiy killing two of the officers and 
terribly wounding another, whom the doc- 
tors say cannotrecover. Quite a number of 
Officers were in the station and itis mirac- 

' wlous that more of them were not killed. The

Atlantic. 


TEMPESTUOUS VOYAGE OF THE CUNARD 
STEAMER PAVONIA.‘ 


Three Days and Nights atthe Mercy of the 
Storm—Mountainous Waves Swept 
Over the Vessel—Terrific Gales Re- 
ported on Ocean and Lakes—Blizzard 


Weather. 
LONDON, Nov. 8.—Mr. Eugene O’Nelll, a 
passenger on the Cunard Line steamer 


Pavonia, which arrived at Queenstown yes- 
terday from Boston, in describing his experi- 
ence on the voyage, saysthat he has crossed 
the Atlantic at all seasons and in different 
classes of vessels, but he never met with 
weather that approached in violence that 
which prevailed on Wednesday and Thurs- 
day last. In the early part of the voyage 
ordinary strong autumn winds were met 


with, There was a sudden fall of 
the barometer early on Wednesday 
that gave warning of a coming 
storm. Capt. McKay took every precaution 


to meet the storm and everything was made 
shug about decks and below. The storm 
broke Wednesday afternoon and rapidly in- 
creased in violence until it became a howling 
hurricane. As the wind rose the sea rose 
with itand soon was running very high. The 
storm continued to increase in violence and 
big seas began tocomeaboardtheship. The 
hatches had been securely battened down 
and covered with tarpaulins, the doors of the 
deckhouse were fastened and the hatches‘of 
the companionway were kept securely closed. 
These precautions kept the water 
from getting into the saloon cabin. 
The passengers were not allowed on deck. 
They were greatly frightened and occasion- 
ally when a tremendous sea dashed against 
the ship, shaking her from stem to stern, 
some ofthemthought she was surely going 
tothe bottom. The greater number of the 
passengers did not retire Wednesday, think- 
ing they would be prepared for any emergen- 
cy that might arise. 

The storm continued without abatement 
all Wednesday night, all day Thursday and 
on Thursday night. The ship rolled and 
pitched heavily and the more timid passen- 
gers thought she would roll herself over 
till she capsized. It was utterly ~ im- 
possible for the landsmen aboard the 
vessel to keep their feet and several of the 
passengers who attempted to walk about 
were thrown down and injured. Life lines 
were stretched on deck for the use of the 
crew, buteven withtbese several of the 
sailors were injured by Deing, dashed to the 
deck. Sofaras the passengers knew the 
steamer sustained no damage upto 40’clock 
on the afternoon of Thursday. At that time 
a huge sea swept overthe steamer, and be- 
lore she could raise herself another followed 
in quick succession, covering her deck with 
seas Of water. Oneof the lifeboats on the 
port side was torn out of its davits 
and swept away, anda portion of the steam- 
er’srall went with it. The other lifeboats 
were torn from their fastenings, but the falis 
prevented them from going overboard. They 
were rescued with the greatest difficulty, vat 
they were so badly damaged that they would 
have beeh useless in an emergency. The 
rolling of the steamer caused her cargo and 
coalto shift and she had a bad lift to star- 
board, On Friday morning the storm began 
to abate and the passengers were very thank- 
ful when they were allowed to go on the up- 
per deck again.

The British freight steamer City of Belfast 
from East Indla ports presented a queer ap- 
pearance when she reached quarantine last 
night. On account of the stormy weather on 
the Atiantic she made unusually slow time, 
and she ran out of coal five days ago. ‘The 
steamship was completely shorn of masts, 
bowsprit and all the wood-work above decks. 


Capt. McAlpin had been forced to 
cut up everything in the ship 
in the - way of wood or com- 


bustibie materialthat could be spared the 
engines going. The Belfast left Sourabaya, 
Java, on Aug. 26, witha cargo of sugar. 
The ship was consigned to Funch, Edye & 
Co. After touching at Colombo and Port 
Said, Gibraltar was reached Oct. 12. The 
voyage was exceptionally rough and high 
seas were constantly encountered, When 
the coal gave out Capt. McAlpin set the crew 
to chopping out all the joiner work and 
stairways and when everything around the 
decks had been burned there was nothing 
leftto burn but the masts. The adverse 
winds showed no.. sign lessening 
and the Captain was forced to 
give the order to burn the § fore- 
topmast. Thenthe whole mast had to go, 
and the mainmast followed. The derricks 
fed the furnace next and finaly even the 
bowsprit was used. Tne steamship was 
sighted offi Fire Island at 7 o’clock yesterday 
morning. She did not reach the bar untilé4 
o’ciock. The trip ordinarly takes almost 
three hours. She barely managed to reach 
quarantine, and itis said that she had to 
sacrifice the forecastle bunks aud a part of 
her cargo to accomplishthis. The Clty of 
Belfastis a single screw steel steamer of 
2,226tons gross. She was built at Sunder. 
land, England, and is owned by J. 
F. Boyd. She is 292 feet in length, 
89 feet beam and 19 feet in depth. The 
Nationai Line steamer England is now 
twenty-three days out from London. She 
has not been spoken since. The ocean tug 
Luckenbach has been sent out to find and as- 
sist the England if she needs assistance.

Many men went tothe 
polls, waited tn line fora long time, some- 
times an hour, and, getting in at last, gave 
thelr names totheclerks. He would look on 
his book and say: ‘‘Not on the list.’’ 

The voter invariably begin to_remonstrate, 
but he vould be cut short. ‘‘Can’t help you 
here,’’ one of the judges would say; ‘*‘go to 
the Recorder of Voters or Supervisor =mith.’’ 

Ifthe voter was indifferent he would go 
outside, complain of his lot to the first friend 
he met, and then go about his business.

THE SENSIBLE VIEW. 


To-day when the heat of the political 
conflict is overand the falling ballots are 
registering the will of the people is a good 
time to cool down, take a sensible view of 
the situation and prepare to accept the re- 
sult with philosophic calmness as the in- 
evitable outcome of existing conditions.

Those who take a hopeless view of the 
future of free institutions because wrong 
is occasionally successful through foul 
means and because tendencies which they 
know to be dangerous are not checked at 
once hold a false view. They do not prop- 
erly estimate the strength of these institu- 
tions and do not clearly recognize the 
temper and methods of a free people. The 
people as a mass are slow to learn, slow to 
move, and cling to prejudices, formed 
opinions and prevailing conditions with 
tehacity. But the mass is gradually 
shifted and moves as an avalanche when 
started. The alarmists, however, serve a 
good purpose by emphasizing the danger 
of tendencies and pointing out with warn- 
ing finger the wrongs and iHs which 
menace the “welfare of the people and 
might otherwise be passed unheeded.

JUMPED THE TRACK. 


One Chouteau Avenue Electric Train 
Crashes Into Another. 


TWO WOMEN SERIOUSLY HURT AND 
OTHER PASSENGERS SHAKEN UP. 


Mrs. Anna Pohlman Taken From the 
Wreck In an Unconscious Condition— 
Ehe May Die—The Accident Due to the 
Muddy Condition of the Track and 
Not to Carelessness of Emplorves. 


A street car accident on the Lindell rallway 
line on Chouteau avenue, near Compton av- 
enue, at 7:45 o’clock this morning, resulted In 
the serious injury oftwoladies and the de- 
molishing ofatratlercar. At the time above 
mentioned, motorcar No. 15, with A. McDer- 
mot as notorman and James Dempsey, con- 
ductor, was going west on Chouteau avenue, 
running down grade at the rate 
of fifteen miles an hour. After 
crossing Compton avenue, motor car 
No. 142 was met going east running at nearly 
the same speed. When the cars were within 
ten feet of each other the tratiler being car- 
ried by motor car No, 142 jumped the track 
and was thrown on tothe doubletrack. Be- 
fore the motor man could check up, the 
motor car and trailer of No. 142 crashed 
through the trailer of No. 15, smashing it 
and piling the wreck upon the passengers 
in the ill-fated trailer. When the 
wreck was being cleared away, it was 
found that Mrs. Anna Pohlman, residing 


at 1005, Biddle street, had been internally in- 
jured ana her limbs were biack and blue 
from brulses. She was in an unconscious 
condition when rescued, Dr. Brokaw 
arriving at the scene ofthe accident shortly 
after the occurrence, rendered her medical 
attention, and after calling an ambulance 
wagon had her sent toher home, where she 
is now confined to herrosom in a precarious 
condition. The only other person injured 
was Miss Minerva Weimner of 5222 
Minerva avenue. Dr. Brokaw made a hur- 
ried examination of her injuries and found 
that she had been injured about her hips and 
was suffering irom a pain in her back 
caused from a severe strain she sustained as 
she was thrown from one end of the trailer to 
the other when it was struck Dy the motor 
car. Acad Wwascalled and she was driven 
home being accompanied by a friend. Her 
injuries are not considered dangerous. The 
accident Is attributed to the condition of the 
track. For several days the track on Chouteau 
avenue has been covered with mud, and as 
the ground was frozen last night the moter.- 
men were cautioned early this morning to 
run their cars slowly on the track for the first 
triportwoto av¥old accidents. As several 
trips bad been made before the accident 
occurred the *. cars were running 
at their usual speed when the 
crash occurred on Chouteau avenue. None 
ofdhe employes are held responsible for the 
accident, asit wasnot due to carelessness, 
but is characterized as one of those unfortu- 
nate accidents that could not be avoided. 

Mrs. Pohlman will likely recover from the in- 

juries she sustained, but she will not be able 
to leave ber room for some weeks to come.
